DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on 02 May 2005, which has 
been entered in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10, 12-19, and 21-25 are allowed. 

3. . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best prior art of the record to Bain (US 5,287,434) teaches a spooling 
system for allowing the print jobs to be distributed evenly among the various printers in 
the system, Philyaw (US 6,868,433) teaches the method of obtaining product-related 
information using an input device wherein the system having a user interface equipped 
with the input device for reading the indicia containing product information and the 
system can access the product-related information stored in the vendor server, and 
Wilz, Sr. et al. (US 5,992,752) teaches the transaction enabling system for conducting 
the information-related transaction by converting the barcode read by the scanner into 
the corresponding access code for displaying the document. 

However, Bain, Philyaw, and Wilz, Sr. et al. taken alone or in combination of the 
other references, fail to specifically teach or fairly suggest that the system or software 
system for controlling operation of the reading/marking encoded information on an 
article comprising data processing means for processing the input to generate a desired 
output wherein the means having information processing request protocol, a machine 
interaction protocol, and system integrity verification protocol, control means for 
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controlling operation of the reading or marking that is responsive to the input or output 
and means for selectively generating and retrieving historical records related to the 
performance of the system in which the system must posses separate protocols for 
processing and generating separate outputs based on information generation request, 
machine control request and system integrity request as presented by applicant on 02 
May 2005 and as set forth in the claims.
